tion or even slarming the inmates. 

The next morning the lees was discovered, 
and the police were notified. Detectives were 
placed upom the track im every direction, but

that no trace of him could be discovered. 

In the mean time the burglar had left for 8t. 
Louis, taking his plunder with him. Arrived 
in that city, he went to his mother’s, and after 
remsining there a few weeks, commenced dis- 
posing of the stolen property. 
reputation was well known to the 8t. Louis 
officers, and this fact coupled with his eager- 
ness to sel] the watches and ware, created sus- 
picions which led to his arrest and the subse- 
quent recovery of a portion of the property. 
While under arrest, he partially confessed his 
crime, and eufficient intormation was obtained 
from his mother to identify him as the person 
who bad broked into the house mentioned

About a fortnight since, he arrived in this 
city in charge of officers, and was delivered 
up to the authorities and lodged in jail.

bave ever suffered an;thing at the hands of 
the law for bis prior rascalities. 

As Mr. Smith and his family were absent in 
New York, an examination was delayed. In 
the mean time fresh proofs continually came 
in from St. Louis, establishing beyond the 
shadow of a doubt his perpetration of the 
burglary. 8o convincing and clear were these 
proofs, it was determined to defer an exami 
nation no longer, and Saturday last was ect 
for his appearance before a Police Magis 
About three o'clock, on Saturday 
ternoon, Constable Keeler was dispatched by 
the Chief of Police to convey Phillimot from 
the jail tothe Armory. Phi‘limot came witb- 
out objection or resistance, and indeed was 
quite free in his conversatina with the Con- 
stable about the merits of the case, and in ex 
pressing his conviction that he might clear 
bimself in some manver from the charge 
ageinst him. The gequel will show that he 
dd, but not in a legal way. 

The Constable brought bis prisoner into 
Court, and asa case was on trial, placed him 
im the dock, which is shut out from the Court 
room by a high partition. Two other prisoao 
ers were in at the time, but both in a dranken 
sleep. The case was disposed of. The clerk 
called “ Alexander Phillimo:.” 
opened the door, but to his intense astonish - 
mest no Phillimot was there! 
was open, and the bird hed flown. -Oaly the 
two drunken prisoners lay snoring obliy:- 


The window was tiree stories high. Couli 
he have juzoped out? Every one rushed to the 
windows expecting to behold a lifeless mass 
upon the ground below, bui there were no 
signe of any corpse or living maneven. The 
next moment a laborer in the gas works, op 
posite the Armory, rushed into the Court room 
and narrated the manner of his escape. 

The prisoner had got out ef one of the win 
dows which is always left open for purifica. 
tich purposes, and walked slong the wide, 
etene ail] unti] he reached one of the pilasters 
of the building. These pilasters or square 
columns projecting a short distance from the 
well, were dressed with rough facea aad sides, 
ard sufficiently marrow to be easily 
greeped by the edges. Clinging tothe edges 
with his bends, and using the rough faces 
2s a foot-ladder,the burglar bad descended with 
agility, end when within 
teet of the ground, jumped the remaining dis- 
tance, bounded across the street aud dashed 
through the retort house counected with the 
gas works scattering the astonished work- 
mez in every direction. Through the enclo- 
eure, cut of the gate, into Monroe street he 
eped and was soon ont of danzer. 

Police officers were dispatezed in every di 
rection; to the @spote, along the various 
streets in the vicinity, amd to the burglars eld 
haunts, Dut mo trace of him wastfound. He 
had not risked his neck to be so easily caught. 
He is still at large although the police are 
confident that they will soon retak. bim. 


A Bap Mistaxz.—Considerable excitement 
was causedjin the city, on Saterday, by a ramor 
upon the strect that Calvin C. Flint, now uo- 
der indictment for forgery and obtaining | 
money under false pretences, waa in the city.
